Shown above in the photograph with Dr. Kubitschek is His Excellency the Ambas- 
sador from the United States, John Moors Cabot. The United States has expressed lively interest’ in 
Brasilia from the first announcement of the project. An “embassy on wheels” actually a commodious 
trailer, was driven from Rio de Janeiro to Brasilia at the time of the visit of President Eisenhower and 
has served as a temporary headquarters.

The former Federal District will now become the new 
state of Guanabara, a name borrowed from the great bay which 
washes one side of Rio de Janeiro. 


According to a law which went into effect on April 14, pro-

of the State of Guanabara. On the date of the coming into 
being of this assembly, all of the rights and duties of the old 
Federal District are to be transferred to the state of Guana-

Dhese services and their staffs will pass to the jurisdiction of 
the State of Guanabara and become subject to the laws of the 
new state. Specifically, the services include the public ministry, 
tuatior the military police, the fire department, the department of 
le more correction and the department of public safety. 

On October 3, 1960, the Governor of the State of Guanabara 
and the deputies of the Legislative Assembly will be elected. 
This group will function initially as the Constituent Assembly. 
The term of the Governor will last for five years, that of the 
deputies until January 31, 1963. The Legislative Assembly 
will have a term of four months to promulgate a constitution. 
If this period ends before a constitution has been agreed upon, 
the State of Guanabara will become part of the State of Rio de 
Janeiro and governed by the already established agencies. 

The present legislative power will continue to be exercised 
until the constitution is promulgated by the Board of Alderman 
of the Federal District, popularly elected on October 3, 1958.

are all factors in the progress and 
the wellbeing which are repre- 
ented by what Brasilia stands 
for. 

The new roads, the new 
frontiers of communication made 
necessary by Brasilia, will con- 
tribute decidedly toward bringing 
about a better and a more just 
life. This is the fundamental as- 
piration of our people today and 
among us it has acquired a more 
urgent meaning in the light of 
the conditions of our underde- 
velopment. From Brasilia, finally, 
will come the balance, the force, 
for the harmonious development 
of this country, one which will 
bound to the greater good of its 
people.”
